Four of the bills were referred to the 
judiciary committee, o f which Sen a­ 
tor Davis is chairman , but the other 
three wen t to the corporation s commit 
tee, an d hereby han gs a tale. 
The head of the corporation s commit­ 
tee was n ot particularly frien dly to the 
govern or's proposed legislation , an d 
stories were soon floatin g about T ren ­ 
ton that the bills in his charge would 
be delay ed by exten sive hearin gs. The 
plan was to “strin g them alon g” un til 
after March 3, when Woodrow Wilson 
would n o lon ger be govern or of New 
Jersey . 
Thereupon somethin g happen ­ 
ed, an d the somethin g was quite char­ 
acteristic of the Wilson methods. 
The 
Democrats of the legislature were call­ 
ed together in con feren ce, the three 
bills were taken out of the han ds of 
the corporation committee an d referred 
with the other four to Sen ator Davis’ 
judiciary committee, an d hen ceforth 
the talk of “strin gin g thin gs alon g” 
was heard n o more.

It is pretty well settled tha t there 
will l>e no election to nam e a succes- 
f?or to R epresentative K eegan. 
Men 
of the 
D em ocratic organization are 
a ga inst any special election because 
it would be an unnecessary e x pe ns e ;

On the other hand 
m e m b ers of the house have declared 
tha t the K eegan resignation ought to
